Plots. 


The Irish Leaders Sudden Ap 


pearance in Court Creates 
a Sensation. 


Beach Endeavors to Turn Private Conversa- 
tions Into Startling Revelations—Editor 
©’ Brien to Be Removed to Another Jail 
—English Business Houses in China At- 
tacked by a Mob—Count Tolstoi, Russian 
Minister of the Interior, to Resign—The 
Austrian Tragedy—Fforeign News. 


Loxpox, February 6.—Mr. Parneli’s appeal 
from the decision of the Scoteh Court in his 
case against Mr. John Walter of the Times for 
libel, will be heard at Edinburgh during the 
summer rolis of court. 

THE PARNELL COMMISSION. 

Mr. Parnell was present at the session of the 
Parnell Commission to-day. He held a lively 
conversation with Mr. Michael Davitt. The 
witness Beach, who is also known as Dr. 
Le Caron, continued his evidence. He de- 
tailed a conversation which he had with 
Mr. Alexander Sullivan, in June, 1881, 
regarding a proposed alliance of the different 
Irish organizations, in which Mr. Sullivan said 
that no radical change could be effected until 
they had a change of representatives on this 
side of the water, which would be very soon. 
Mr. Sullivan, referring to a visit to Ireland, 
which he contemplated making, said he 
could not thing of allowing Mr. Parnell to pay 
his expenses, as doing so would place Mr. 
Parnellin a false position. Mr. Sullivan bit- 
terly opposed the discussion of this matter in 
open convention on the ground that it would 
leak out and compromise the Parnellite party. 

DYNAMITE OPERATIONS. 

Witness stated that a conference of the F. 
C. was held on August 3, 1881. The meeting 
discussed preparations for dynamite opera- 
tions and recommended the formation of 
classes mining engineering. Ata secret 
meeting héid prior to the convention, Dele- 
gate D. Omahon Connor attacked the 
revolution directory for its inactivity 
during the preceding two years. He 
said he had made certain suggestions which 
had not been executed. These suggestions 
included the rescue of Mr. Davitt from prison 
and the fitting outof an expedition to South 
America which should land upon territory 
recently occupied, by the English. At this 
point Atty.-Gen. Webster for the Times 
read a document including an item for the 
subsidization of foreign newspapers. 

A SUBMARINE TORPEDO BOAT. 

The witness continued. He stated that 
Breslin was paidfor building a submarine 
torpedo boat, which proved to be a failure. 
Another firm builta boat which lay on the 
New Jersey side of New York harbor four 
months, but was not used against British 
ships. 

RUSSELL OBJECTS. 

Witness said Mr. John O' Connor, an agent 
employed for carrying arms to Ireland, at- 
tended the convention as a representative of 
the Supreme Council of the Irish Republican 
Brotherhood. Sir Charles Russell of coun- 
selfor the Parnellites, objected to the de- 
tailing dy the witness of the state- 
ment made by Mr. O’Connor on the ground 
that it had no besring upon the case of Mr. 
Parnell. Attorney-General Webster said that 
Mr Parnell was not the only one against 
whom charges bad been made and urged the 
admission of the evidence, as O’Connor was 
an agent of the Irish Republican Brotherhood, 
of which several of the yey against whom 
charges had been brought had been proved to 
be members. 

THE COURT’S RULING. 

Sir Charles Russell objected, because he 
said it was a private conversation, and there 
was nothing connecting O’Connor with the 
men whom it was sought to criminate or 
showing that O’Connor was authorized to rep- 
resentthem. Presiding PJustice Hannen said: 
We are ofthe opinion that there is prima 
facse evidence that O’Connor was the medium 
of .communication between members of the 
organization in Ireland aud America.’’ 

Sir Charles Russell pursued his objection, 
and the witness, interposing, said he did not 
suppose that Mr. Parnell would deny that he 
had had the conversation referred to. 

DECLARED TO BE EVIDENCE 

Sir Charles Rusgeil said that the witness’ 
alleged conversation with Mr. Parnell was to 
the effect that Mr. Parneil wished to inform 
the heads of the Irish organizations in Ameri- 
ca that he would like to act in connection with 
them. For that purpose Parnell was supposed 
to have commissioned the witness to see Alex- 
ander Sullivan and others.

Most corporations are unembarrassed by 
superfiuity of funds. The St. Louis Mer- 
chants’ Bxchatge has, however, for several 
years past been serionsly troubled with a sur- 
plus. The disposition to be made of this 
and the best method of investment, has 
proved a fruitful subject of discussion, and a 
number of propositions have been 
presented to the members of the 
Exchange looking toward its investment 
or disposition.

SECRETARY BAYARD ACCEPTS BISMARCK’S 
PROPOSITION FOR A CONFERENCE. 


The President to Send the Correspondence 
in the Case to Cengress—Probable Ace- 
tiem ef the British Governmoent—The 
Count Bismarck Interview—An Officer 
of the Nipsic Defends Klein.

WasuINoTON, D. C., February 6.—Secretary 
Bayard has accepted Germany's proposition 
for a conference to be held at Berlin to renew 
consideration of the Samoan question. In the 
course of two weeks and, probably in a day 
or two, the President will send to Congress a 
message inciosing the proposition of the 
Imperial Government, submitted dy Count 
Von Areo Valley, and the reply 
of Mr. Bayard. The suggestion 
that the renewal of the conference 
be at Berlin was not regarded as unreason- 
able, andin some respects it suits the con- 
dition of affairs. One conference was held 
here and in that instance the German and 
English governments listened to and accepted 
Mr. Bayard’s request that the treaty powers 
meet here. It is regarded as only fair that 
in this instance the United States 
should consult the convenience of 
Germany, and another reason is 
that Great Britain will desire to be repre- 
sented. There is not now a British Minister at 
this capital and there may not be for several 
months. Itis just possible that Lord Salis- 
bury may nurse his resentment at the dis- 
missal of Lord Sackville so logg as to neglect 
to fill the place of that person in time to allow 
his successor to sit in the conference 
here. There would be no difficulty about 
sending aspecial representative to Berlin in 
case it was decided not to devolve upon the 
British Minister at that Capital the additional 
duties of a confrere on the Samoan question, 

SECRETARY BAYARD’S CONFIDENCE. 

As has already been stated in these 
dispatches Secretary Bayard is confident 
that the renewal of the conference will 
be only the beginning of a permanent 
settlement of a dispute that he insisted would 
be settled without resort to violence, and that 
must be settled by negotiation eventually, 
whether there is a collision or not.

THE IRISH QUESTION. 


MR. LABOUCHERE MAKES A SUGGESTION TO 
THE UNITED STATES SENATE. 


As Long as the Irish Representatives Are 
Treated as Felons There Should Be No 
American Minister at the Court of St. 
James—The Shah of Persia—Gossip. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, February 6.—When King Bomba of 
Naples imprisoned those who demanded that 
his rule should be in accordance with justice, 
and treated as felons men whom the Italians 
regarded as honorable statesmen, Mr. Glad- 


ment withdrew their diplomatic represen- 
tative from Naples. I would suggest that the 
United States Senate follow our example and 
decline to confirm the appointment of any 
Minister to this country so long as 
the Irish representatives are treated 
as felons. The Americans may rest 
satisfied tnat every Liberal in this 
country would approve of their action. 
Lord Salisbury and the Government adherents 
have always shown themselves to be bitter 
enemies of America. During the Sackville in- 
cident Lord Salisbury went out of his way to 
explain that President Cleveland lost his elec- 
tion because he had packed off a lord, 
bag and baggage, out of the country 
for having interfered with the election 
and for having subsequently explained 
toa reporter that the American Secretary of 
State was not to be believed. He has deferred 
the appointing of the new Minister to Wash- 
ington as a species of punishment for the 
Americans. The dislike of Lord Salisbury to 
America is no new thing. He was one of the 
Vice- Presidents of the Southern Independence 
Association, the object of which was the pro- 
motion of the cause of the rebellion in 
America. 
THE SHAH OF PERSIA. 

The approaching visit of the Shah of Persia 
to England is causing much embarrassment to 
the court officially. He comes to all the Euro- 
pean Courts as a guest and expects to be re- 
cerved with atleast the same honors which 
were accorded to him in 1873. The Ozaris 
preparing to give Nasir-Ed-Din, a magnifi- 
cent reception both at Moscow and at St. 
Petersburg, and it is already arran 
that the greatest review of troops which 
has ever been held in Russia should take place 
during his stay. What isto de done with His 
Majesty in England has not yet been settled, 
but the Queen has decided not to give him 
quarters at Buckingham Palace again, having 
decided that there is to be no repetition of the 
Oriental orgies which took place there in 1873, 
when every room which had been oo- 
cupied by the Persians had to 
be entirely repainted, redecorated and 
refurnished in consequence of their eccen- 
tricities. It is proposed to engage a residence 
for the Shah, whose visit it is earnestly hoped, 
will not exceed a week.

I hear that the Queen has issued orders that 
any noblemen or gentlemen who may be con- 
sidered to have misconducted themselves, 
but whose offenses have not been such as to 
justify their exclusion from court, are to be 
punished by not being invited to state balls 
and state concerts.

BROKE THROUGH THE ICE. 


A TERRIBLE DISASTER AT PINE LAKE, FUL- 
TON COUNTY, K ¥. 


The Ice Gives Way Under a Party of Loggers 
—Geventeen Drivers and Twenty-Four 
Teams Drawued— Meager Details of the 
Sad Calamity—Geart-Rending Scenes in 
a Lene Region. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaten.*\ 

CanasOnaniz, N. T., Febru 6.—Vague 
news reached here Monday night of a calamity 
which occurred in the afternoon at Pine Lake 
in Fulton County, and whieh will cause 4 
shock in all the Mofawk Valley region. Ac- 
cording to the information received the ice 
gave way under a party of loggers engaged in 
drawing logs across the lake and of the 
number seventeen were drowned. Pine 
Lake is up among the big hilis of Ful- 
ton County, in the midst of the pine 
forests which are the chief wealth of the re- 
gion. As its name indicates itis in the heart 
of the pine lumber districts, and it is a high- 
way, particularly in winter, for the loggers. 
From the hills all around big logs are dragged 
over the snow to the lake, and then are easily 
slid over the ice to their destination. At times 
the fee presents the appearance of a highway 
in the neighborhood of a thickly svttied 
town, so numerous are the men and teams. 
At other times, when the lee is gone or is too 
thin to bear the heavy weight, the lumbermen 
disappear and it is lonely enough. In summer 
the lake and the surrounding country form a 
paradise for sportsmen who care to undertake 
the @ifficuities and inconveniences of the 
journey. Besides these, few visit it. it is far 
from railroads or telegraph office.

Jack MoAuliffe 
is an h boy. 
He was born in 
we & 5 Cork, Ireland, of 
parents of pure irish blood, on March 24, 1867. 
Irish ts regarded among sporting men as the 
best of fighting stock, and McAuliffe is sure 
enough Irish. But beside, his parental ances- 
tor was something of a fighter himself, and 
there was ne er a gossoon in the village dare 
trod on the tall of his coat, and many a Cork 
bead has tested to its regret the strength of his 


shillalah blow. 

When Jack was but a few months old the 
Fenian movement was in its inception. Mo- 
Auliffe’s father took great interest in tne 
movement, and he organizea the hands in 
the brewery in which he was employed into 
acompany, and commienced drilling them 
for the conflict which was to free poor Ireland 
from the hated British yoke. The British 
Government did not look with favor upon the 
patriotic motives of the Irish zealot, and he 
was forcéd to leave theland ofhis nativity 
between two days. He came to America, the 
refuge of his kind, the hasty nature of his 
flight necessitating his leaving his family in 
the auld country.“ Arriving in America he 
enlisted m the United States army 
and was detailed to duty in the 
West. He was with the force sent to relieve 
Seed bis discharge, and settled in Bangor, 

Vv arge, an se * 
Me., where he worked at hie trade, the coop- 
er’s. He bad saved up 

CONSIDERABLE MONEY 

while in the army, and this, augmented by 
aavings frem his wages in the cooper shop, he 
sent to his wife that hie family might join 
him in America. It was in 1878 when the 
woman and ber two children, Jack and his 
sister, joined their husband and father. From 
Ban the family moved to Williamsburg, 
N. T. When he became old enough, Ja 
McAuliffe was taught the cooper’s trade. 

A coincident which he refers to with a good 
deal of interest now is the fact that while in 
the shop where he learned his trade he worked 
at the same bench which Dempsey, the 
middie-weighbt, had but a year or so before 
deserted for the prize-ring. He regards this 
fact as a lucky one, and treasuresjit up among 
his superstitions as a sort of mascot. 

One day the young cooper read a graphic 
newspaper account of the Mitchell-Edwards 
fight, and it was that that decided him to bea 
tighter. about the same time 

who keeps a 
sporting Brooklyn, was 
arranging for an amateur boxing tourna- 
ment, and McAuliffe entered and went into 
trataing.

From that time on he entered every tourna- 
ment that came along, and succeeded in win- 
ning several medais. In two of these contests 
he whipped Mike Cushing, who was at that 
time rated a man of his class. Among his 
other victims, who are too numerous to men- 
tion In detali, were the following lightweights 
whom old-timers will recognize as good men 
in their day: — Kline, Mike Harris, Jim- 
my Hogan, John Ellinsworth, Willie Ellins- 
worth, James Sperry, James Sterns, Harry 
White, Ed Manger and Joe Heiser. 

A PROFESSIONAL. 

The fight that made McAuliffe a professional 
occurred in the fall of 1883. it was with Jake 
Karcher, an employe in the coopershop where 
they were both employed. They had had high 
words over some difficulty and they decided to 
settle the dispute with bare knuckies for $25 a 
side. McAuliffe laid out the Dutchman in sey- 
enteen rounds. 

y this time he had become well known 
among the frequenters of Madden’s place as a 
fighter of considerable note, and when Jack 

arper was challenging everybody to fight to 
the finish with ‘‘pillows’’ for $100 a side, Mad- 
den bad no reluctance in backing young Mo- 
Auliffie. The battle occurred in the spring of 
1884 — went down for good in the sixth 
round. 

This fight bronght bim into still greater 

rominence, and he became kuown in sport- 
— circles as a marvel of strength, agility and 

ence. Battles g@milar tothe Harper fight 
were fought with such men as Buck McKenna, 
Billy Thiser, Patsey Hogan,Frank Doyle, Billy 
Fraser, Bob Welch, Billy Young, Mike Lally, 
all of whom he bested. 
HIS RECORD. 

One of McAuliffe’s strangest peculiarities is 
his exceeding modesty. e has an aversion 
to rehearsing the details of his fights, and he 
thinks it an evidence of the most unbecoming 
conceit to preserve the newspaper accounts of 
his battles or mention of himself. No record of 
his fighte is in existence, therefore, so far as 
the reporter could learn when he saw the 
lightweight champion at Beioit yesterday. 
But as near asthe combined memories of Mc- 
Auliffle and Madden could recall the finish 
fights the mention ofthem which follows be- 
low, Omitting those already given, is correct, 
approximately, the time, stakes, kind of 
loves, number of rounds and the victims’ 
names being given: 

— Fraser; early fall of 1886; twenty-one 
rounds; kid gloves; purse $1,000. 

Harry Gilmore; late fall of 1886; twenty-eight 
rounds; kid gloves; stakes $1,000 a side.

These fights conferred upon him the title of 
champion light-weight of America. Imme- 
diately after the Collier battle Jake Hyams, 
the champion of England, challenged Me- 
Auliffe to ht for the championship of 
the world. e challenge was accepted, and 
the battle occurred December 26, 1888, in the 
Palace Skating Rink, Brooklyn, the gate re- 
ceipts going tothe winner. Six-ounce gloves 
were used, and McAuliffe laid out his man 
stiff in the ninth round.
